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Armies Blast Way 
Through Light Miles

LONDON, Jan. 18.—(AP)—The 17-month--old German 
siege of Leningrad, Russia’s second largest citv, was lifted 
today by a triumphant Red Army that blasted its way through 
eight miles of solid Nazi defenses, killed 13,000 Germans, and 
routed four divisions, a special Soviet communique announc- 
ed tonight.

Too Speedy U.S. Troops 


Isolated at Their 
Objective. | 


GUADALCANAL, Jan. 12.—(De- 
layed)—(4)—A Flying Fortress | 
crew today braved heavy Japanese | 
fire to take food, water and ammu- 
nition to 200 American infantry- 
men who captured an important 
hill on Guadalcanal so far ahead 
of schedule they had outdistanced 
their supplies. 

The men had been without food 
and water for two days. 

They were scheduled to take the 
hill in eight days, but they went 
in with machineguns blazing and’ 
after two and a half days of bitter 
fighting had the objective in hand. 
But they were surrounded by Japs. | 

The only way supplies could be 


sent to the Americans by land | 


was by an uncertain tweday trip 
through the jungle. 


In desperation, the infantry com- 


mander went to Captain W. 
Rathbun, of Waterloo, Iowa, 
Fortress pilot, and asked if 
would undertake a dangerous mis- 
sion. 

Parachute specialists rigged up 
food, water and ammunition in 
baskets with chutes attached. Rath- 
bun’s crew then loaded the sup- 
plies in the ship’s bomb bay and 
took off. 

It was only a five-mile flight 
to the American position, but the 
bomber had to go directly over the 
Japs at 150 feet and then fly al- 
most uphill to drop the supplies 
beyond the reach of the enemy. 


Jap bullets whizzed all around | 


the bomber as it skimmed tree 
tops. 

Backward and forward the plane 
zoomed until the load was dump- 
ed. Then it returned to Henderson 
Field to load up again and repeat 
the performance three more times 
until enough supplies for several 
days had been delivered to the 
hilltop.

Black Market 
In Meat Draws 
Action of OPA 


29 Individuals ‘Charen 
With Conspiracy To 
Violate Prices. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—(4)—The 
OPA today cracked down on an 
alleged black market in wholesale 
meat, charging 28 individuals asso- 
ciated with 14 meat companies in 
New York, Newark and Paterson, 
N. J.. and Pittsburgh and Phila- 
deiphia, Pa., with conspiracy to 

Violate price regulations. 

The move, first court action tak- 
en by the OPA against butchers 
accused of overcharging the pub- 
lic, was described by Sylyan L. 
Joseph, OPA regional administra- 
tor, as “the beginning of a cam- 
paign by which we hope to break 
up the black market. 

Joseph said the complaints were 
the first of a series of actions ex- 
pected to result from the question- 
ing of more than 1,000 retail butch- 
ers during the past two weeks in 
New York, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Delaware, Pennsylvania and the 
District of Columbia. 

He asserted the actions did net 
culminate the investigation. 

In New York city, warrents 
were issued for the arrest of 17 
persoms connected with seven 
wholesale firms, while in Newark 
Warrants were obtained for five 
persons associated with four firms 

Warrants were issued also. for 
two firm presidents, of Pittsburgh. 
In Philadelphia, OPA attornevs 
filed informations against five em- 
ploves of a company. 

The criminal complaints asserted 
the defendants charged retail 
butchers higher prices for meat 
than those fixed by the OPA and 
that the defendants planned to 
conceal evasion lawful prices 
and to present false records.

On Saturday night, and on Sunday, swarms 
of British bombers sprayed Berlin with four- 
ton bombs and tens of thousands of incendiary 
bombs. The havoc in the German capital must 
have been fearful. 

The world remembers it was Germany that 
first began this practice of air attack against 
civilians in the cities. They began it, in a 
sort of rehearsal, during the war in Spain. They 
continued it when they invaded Poland, they 
displayed their full brutality against Rotter- 
dam and reached the climax in the blitzkrieg 
on London and other British cities. 

Now they are beginning to pay. The hell 
they let loose upon the world is coming back 
to them, manifold. It is not revenge, it is 
just retribution. It is necessary if these de- 
stroyers of world peace are to learn theg lesson 
they must learn if the world is to’be rid of their 
brutal militarism. 

It must have been a tragic weekend, that 
just over, for the Axis in Europe. In addition 
to the fearful blows struck at Berlin, the Rus- 
sian armies marched steadily onward in their 
mounting triumph. Millerovo, important key 
city, was retaken by the Red armies and now 
they are steadily drawing nearer Rostov, that 
“key to the Caucasus.” Red capture of that 
city will close the door of the trap in which 
all Germans in the south Caucasus are caught. 


And. to the south, Rommel’s Afrika Corps 
suffered another staggering defeat. The Brit- 
ish eighth army drove them from their forti- 
fications at Wadi Zem Zem and advanced 80 
miles nearer to Tripoli, the final remnant of 
Mussolini's once vaunted “African empire.” 
The pincers are closing, too, on the Axis forces 
in Tunisia. 

There cannot be any German, truthfully 
informed on the progress of the war, who does 
not realize, today, that the period of retribution 
has begun.

Sensible Economy 

Action of the State Department of Public 
Safety in directing that 160 persons be dropped 
from the personne! of the State Highway Patrol 
is a wise and sensible move for economy. It 
is estimated that this will mean a saving of 
more than a quarter-million dollars for the 
state, annually. 

Wartime conditions, the scarcity of gasoline 
and the necessity to conserve rubber in tires, 
has reduced traffic on Georgia highways to a 
small fraction of what it was in pre-war days. 
It is axiomatic that, with lessened traffic, the 
need for the highway patrol to enforce driv- 
ing laws, prevent accidents and perform other 
highway duties is, at least, proportionately re- 
duced. Add to this the fact that, in the ma- 
jority of cases, such cars as do use the high- 
ways today travel at greatly reduced speed, 
and the duties of the patrol are still further 
lessened. 

There was nothing political In the action of 
the department of public safety. It was sug- 
gested that those most recently employed 
should be the first discharged, but actual Se- 
lection of the men to go was left with Com- 
missioner of Public Safety John E. Goodwin. 

When the war is over and ‘highway usage 
returns to normal, the patrol can quickly be 
increased.

What Is Behind It? 


There are reports from Washington to the 
effect that John L. Lewis, in raising the month- 
ly dues of coal miners in his union, by 50 
cents the month, is seeking capital to finance 
some new and far-reaching labor movement. 
At any rate, there is strong suspicion to this 
effect among Many observers. 


Lewis left the CIO, which he first organized, 
last year and made an independent labor union 
out of the United Mine Workers, the union of 
which he is president and which he originally 
used as the foundation of the CIO. It has 
-been believed for some time that he plans an 
attempt to form some sort of new labor or- 
ganization, on national scale, to compete with 
the CIO and the AFL. To do this he will need 
large amounts of money and the easiest source 
of that capital is from the miners themselves, 
who cannot refuse to pay any dues imposed. 
That is, save by going on Strike. 


For the mines operate on “closed shop” ¢Con- 
tract with Lewis’ union. No man can work 
there without becoming a member of the 
Lewis group. Furthermore, his union dues 
are taken from his pay envelope before he 
sees it, under the “check-off” system. 

The coal strike is actually a strike against 
the union. It Is in protest against that in- 
crease in union dues. Lewis has urged the men 
to return to work and has, he asserts, done 
everything in his power to end the wildcat 
strike. 

There is one thing, however, he hasn’t done. 
That is rescind the order for the increase in 
dues. If he is sincere in his assertions of de- 
sire to see the men return to work, he could 
easily accomplish that purpose simply by 
abandoning the 50-cent dues increase. 

And the strike is, in itself, the most serious 
blow yet struck against our war effort, and on 
behalf of Hitler and the Axis powers, of any. 
It has reached the stage where it can éasily 
cripple our war production, cause untold 
deaths from cold among the civilian popula- 
tion and from lack of equipment in the fight- 
ing services. 

Lewis could end it. Protestations of con- 
demnation of the men are futile while he con- 
tinues to insist on extorting the extra dues 
against which the strike is directed.

To Save Freight Space 

With the soon-to-be rationing of many 
varieties of canned goods, as well as other food 
products, there will be one form of conserva- 
tion which the average consumer may not 
notice at all. 

There will be fewervbrands of the same 
goods on the food store shelves and, careful 
inspection will reveal, practically all the 
brands and varieties available will come from 
nearby manufacturers. 

The Office of Defense Transportation is 
seeking to conserve precious freight shipping 
space by eliminating, whenever possible, long 
hauls for products which are, or can be, pro- 
duced near the consumer market. 

Thus there will be few, if any, California 
Oranges shipped to the east. And there will 
be a similar scarcity of Florida oranges in the 
west. Beer brewed in New York will not be 
carried all the way to Oregon, no matter how 
strong the preference of some Oregonians may 
be for the eastern product. They will have to 
be satisfied with a brew produced in their own 
state, 

Georgia wines will be consumed in the east, 
replacing at least a portion of the California 
wines which will, now, not be shipped so far. 

And so on. Cross-hauling, as it is called, 
will be reduced as far as possible, under a plan 
being worked out by the industry branch of 
the War Production Board. It is believed that 
the equivalent of thousands of box cars can 
be saved for vital war transportation, monthly.

WHAT THE RUSSIANS HAVE WROUGHAT 
(From the Moultrie Observer.) 

We suppose that average newspaper readers 
have been accepting the war news out of Russia 
with a grain of salt. The Russians are the most 
secretive people engaged in this war. They have 
a lot of information that would be valuable to 
the outside world that they are keeping to them- 
selves. For instance, American correspondents 
can hang around Moscow until they are frozen 
stiff without finding out anything about the 
present strength of the Russian army or the out- 
put of Russian factories. With one or two ex- 
ceptions correspondents have been kept away 
from the fighting front. They send us news that 
has been handed to them. Naturally we must 
— some allowances in evaluating news of that 

ind. 

After you have made all such allowances the 
recent stories coming out of Russia must have 
considerable element of truth in them. Where 
there is so much smoke there is bound to be 
fire. The Russians have been giving out spe- 
cific statements with reference to the number 
killed and the number of prisoners taken. They 
report planes shot down and tanks captured and 
other booty taken as if an auditor had accom- 
panied the army and had kept an accurate record. 
One thing that strengthens the news from Rus- 
sian sources is the embarrassed position of the 
Berlin news office. When the Germans are not 
reporting good news things are @vidently going 
wrong with them. They have had no reports of 
victories for weeks.

he loss of the Hornet,. which 
brings to four the number of great carriers we have lost since the 
start of the war in the Pacific, we are steadily building up our 
naval strength in a way that spells inevitable 

doom for the Japs in the end. 

Admiral Halsey, our South Pacific com- 
mander, no doubt had this increasing naval 
strength in mind when, in his New Year's mes- 
sage to the people of the United States, he 
promised victory over the Japs in 1943. 

Since then Admiral Nimitz and other high 
naval officials have sought to tone down the 
note of optimism sounded in the Halsey state- 
ment. They do not want the people to become 
too hopeful and then suffer a let-down if the 
promised victory is not forthcoming. Our naval 
heads have traditionally been on the conserva- 
tive side, 

But an examination of the known facts re- 
garding naval losses and new launchings gives 
substance to the Halsey optimism. In the first 
place, the South Pacific commander, who en- 
joys the reputation of being one of the “fight- 

ingest men” in the American Navy, is not given to making idle 
boasts. In holding out the prospects for victory over the Japs this 
year, it must be assumed, in view of his record, that he weighed 


his words carefully.

speaking from a back- 


ground of knowledge not only as to the proven superiority of our 
men and planes and ships over the Japanese, but also as to the 
increasing naval supremacy we are constantly gaining over the 
enemy. He may well have felt, as he said, that by the end of the 
present year our supremacy may be such that we will be able to 
bottle up the Jap fleet and throw their cities open to the mercy 
of American bombers. ‘That would be the beginning of the end 
for the haughty little Nipponese empire. 

Not all of the information regarding naval launchings is made 
available to the public in times of war, for obvious reasons, but 
enough is known to give a bright color to our prospects. 

While the sinking of the Hornet was the fourth such vessel to 
be lost in the Pacific, it has been more than offset by the addition 
of new carriers to our ffeet. The Essex, first of a new class of 
25,000-ton carriers, powerfully gunned and heavily protected, was 
launched last July and should be ready for service by now, if, 
indeed, she has not already been actually commissioned. Her sister 
ship, the new Lexington, was launched in September, while the 
Bunker Hill, another of the same category, was launched in De- 
cember. 

All three of these should be in active service within a very 


short time. 

ANOTHER THREE (In addition, three carriers which were 
converted from cruiser hulls have been 

launched since last August. Strong and fast, they should be ready 

for the fight any time now. : 

“ That makes a total of six modern carriers which should be 

ready for augmenting our Pacific fleet within the near future. 

But this only tells half the story. Eight more of the big 25.000- 
ton Essex class of carriers, all ordered about the same time at the 
beginning of our new naval program in 1940, are scheduled for 
completion this year or early next. 

Over and above all of this, there are reasons to believe from 
various naval and Maritime Commission veiled announcements 
that literally scores of new merchant vessels have either been con- 
verted or built from the ground -up as auxiliary carriers. Their 
aggregate plane-carrying Capacity must be great.

A Kid Isn't Yet F ree If He Must 


Take What Papa Thinks 
Good For Him 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Paul McNutt now controls America’s man power, which means 
that he has authority to make ev ery man quit his present job and 
work where he can be more useful. 

Such power in time of war could be wholly beneficial if wisely 
used, and we may assume that it will be used discreetly and care- 
fully, to avoid injustice and unnecessary hardship. 

_ But McNutt is not free to use his power for the sole purpose of 
winning the war, without regard for any other consideration. He 
must consider the desires of organized labor. He must consider the 
commitments of the President who appointed him. 

When Roosevelt took up the cause of workers, and made their 
fight his fight, he made himself an ally of unions—since organized 
workers are the only ones who can fight effectively. With the 
help of his followers in congress, and the officials he appointed, 
and with the support of the Supreme Court as he rebuilt it, he has 
given to unions and to labor bosses the powers of a government. 

A labor boss can now use threat and intimidation and force to 
compel workers to join his union; he can make them pay a stiff fee 
for joining; he can tax them a percentage of their earnings, and, 
to make collection certain, he can force their employer to deduct 
this tax from their pay. Finally, he can force their employer to 
discharge them if ever they rebel and quit his union. 

Thus labor bosses have complete control of workers in regions 
where they are organized. Workers must join the union, and pay, 
or they can’t work. : 

This control seemed threatened when McNutt was given power 
to tell men where to work. It seemed improbable that any man, 
forced to quit his regular job and take another, would meekly pay 
for the privilege of working. It would be natural for him to sav: 
“I’m not here by choice. I'd like to be fired. Tell me I can't work, 
and that will suit me exactly. I won't pay you a red cent.” 

But apparently he is not to have any choice. McNutt savs he 
should pay, provided the charge is not unreasonable: he should 
help support the union because it is working for him. 

But Mr. McNutt is forgetting something—an old-fashioned some- 
thing called freedom. 

Unions—the ones not controlled by crooks—are working for the 
workers. They have brought workers every gain and advantage 
achieved in the last 50. years. 

Concede it without argument. Does that give them the legal 
or moral right to force a single worker to pay a single dime against 
his will? If it does, we have seen the last of true freedom.

Hearing Held in Capital 
on Furman Shoals 
Project. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(4)— 
The Federal Power Commission in- 
troduced at a hearing today meas: 
urements of the Oconee river be- 
low Milledgeville, Ga., to show 
that the river is navigable and con- 
sequently any power development 
by the Georgia Power Company 
should be under federal license. 


The power company originally 
began construction of a power dam 
at Furman Shoals, on the river 
above Milledgeville, in 1929, but 
stopped work because of the de 
pression. 

No power commission permit 
was obtained at that time because 
the company held the opinion the 
stream.was non-navigable, but in 
view of a recent Supreme Court 
decision which apparently broad- 
ened the criteria by which stream, 
navigability is determined, com- 
pany counsel recommended that a 
FPC investigation be held before 
work was resumed on the Furman 
Shoals project. 

Roger B. McWhorter, 
gineer for the FPC,

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Former Constitution Artist 
Paints Murals in lreland

@ @ @ EVEN THE REPUTEDLY hard-boiled U. S. Army is not 
unmindful of artistic talent among its ranks! For example, 
there is Hyman Bizinsky, who was for many years an artist in 
The Constitution’s engraving department and whom you knew 
through his clever “Georgia Oddities” cartoons which appeared in 
this paper’s magazine section every Sunday, being laconically signed

Well, just about a year ago, “Biz” joined Uncle Sam’s great 


army and was sent to Fort Knox, Ky., with a corps of ergineers. 
Then he was shipped across the Atlantic to Ireland. 

Last week Ben Shute, who directs the fine arts department of 
the High Museum and has kept in touch with “Biz” since his de- 


parture, received a V-mail letter from him, saying, believe it or 


not, that the Army had recog- 
nized his talent and put him to 
painting. And not to painting 
planes or tanks or ships, if you 
please, but murals! 

It seems that the artist has 
been commissioned to paint the 
history of his division in a se- 
ries of eight murals, measuring 
six feet in height. He had al- 
ready completed three, accord- 
ing to the letter, and they are 
now hanging in the Army head- 
quarters.somewhere in Ireland. 

First, however, “Biz” had to 
make his own canvases, which 
he contrived out of salvaged 
tents. He sized them with glue, 
he explained, and then gave 
them two coats of paint, after 
which the Army carpenter 
made the frames for them. He 
has had rather a difficult time 
getting paints, of course, but 
has been successful thus far. 


The artist's letter, which was 
Gated simply, “At the edge of a 
pasture, North Ireland,” also 
told of an art exhibit in Exhi- 
bition Hall in London in which 
he had entered some paintings. 
Fach day he managed, he said, 
to paint one or two water 
colors. 


Later news of “Biz” than Mr.

The Baron Rupp fine piece of writing on a 
most timely subject, “Baron” Adolph Rupp, in the current 
Esquire.

“Rupp also professes to hate Roy Mundorff, of 
Georgia Tech, whose teams rarely beat his,” Jones 
writes in Esquire. “But there is invariably a big 
crowd when the Engineers come to Lexington or the 
Cats go to Atlanta. Mundorff is a small, waspish, 
highly technical chap who has béen a big shot on the 
national basketball rules committee for years. He 
and Rupp always have it hot and heavy over the 
officials, and this is always just about the last item 
of business disposed of before the teams take, the 
floor for a hitch. (Bowser Chest is highly accept- 
able to both coaches.) 

“The only time Rupp failed to get a pre-game squabble 
out of Mundorff was the time the Wildcats went to dedi- 
cate Tech’s new gym a few years back and the Baron got 
locked up in one of those newfangled automatic johnnies! 
He didn’t get out. to the floor until the game was nearly
